BRAZOS COUNTY ROAD LAW PASSED 


A ustin, T exas, M arch 9.—R epre­ 
sentative Lee J. R ountree, of Brazos 
county, at the request of the commis­ 
sioners’ court and citizens of Brazos 
county has had the follow ing special 
road law passed for Brazos county. 
“ An A ct to create a m ore efficient 
and better road system for Brazos 
county, Texas; m aking County Com­ 
m issioners et-officio road 
com m is­ 
sioners of th eir respective precincts; 
prescribing their duties and powers as 
such; providing and prescribing the 
duties of road overseers; providing a 
com pensation of $2.00 per day for ov­ 
erseers fo r each day’s 
service 
per 
year in excess of five days; providing 
certain duties for County T reasurer; 
providing for sum m oning of persons 
liable for road duty; providing th at 
any person liable fo r road duty and 
year shall be exem pt upon the pay­ 
m ent of $5.00 into the county tre a s­ 
ury; providing for money paym ent in 
lieu of w ork afte r summons and be­ 
fore date of w ork; providing for the 
condemning of any land necessary for 
road purposes; providing this Act Is 
cum ulative of the general law s, and 
fixing penalties 
and 
declaring 
an 
emergency. 
_____ 
“Be it enacted b ythe L egislature of 
tho State of T exas:— Section I 
That 
C hapter E ighty-four of the Acts of 
the Second Called Session of the T hir­ 
ty-sixth L egislature 
shall hereafter 
read as follows: 
“Section 2. T hat the mem bers of 
the comm issioners court of Brazos 
county, Texas, shall 
be 
ex-officio 
road commissioners of th eir respec­ 
tive districts, and under the direction 
of the comm issioners court shall have 
charge of all the team s, tools and m a­ 
chinery belonging to the County, and 
it shall be their duty under such 
rules and regulations as the commis­ 
sioners court m ay prescribe to super­ 
intend the laying out of new roads, 
m aking or changing of roads, and the 
building o r repairing of bridges. Each 
com m issioner before entering upon 
the duties of his office, shall exe­ 
cute a bond in the sum of One Thous­ 
and No-100 ($1,000.00) D ollars w ith 
two or m ore good and sufficient sure­ 
ties, payable to the county judge or 
his successor in office, for the use 
and benefit of the road and bridge 
fund, conditioned th a t he will fa ith ­ 
fully perform all duties required of 
him by law or by the comm issioners 
court, and th a t he will account for all 
property belonging to the county that 
m ay come into his possession. 
Sec. 3. 
Each county comm issioner 
shall have control of all road over­ 
seers in his district, and shall deliv­ 
er to each of them all team s, tools 
and m achinery necessary in working 
the road in the district of said over­ 
seer, so fa r as he has been supplied 
therew ith 
by 
the 
com m issioners 
court, taking receipt of said overseer 
therefor, specifying each item , and 
giving its value, which receipt shall 
fix the liability of the overseer; and 
any com m issioner or overseer who 
shall have been entrusted w ith any 
team s, tools and m achinery belonging 
to said county shall be liable fo r any 
dam ages th a t m ay occur to the same 
while in his possession, caused by his 
negligence or w ant of due care by 
him of sam e, and shall not use or per­ 
m it the sam e to be used fo r private 
purposes w ithout the consent of the 
com m issioners court. 
It shall be the 
duty of the road overseer, when he 
has finished work on his road, to re­ 
tu rn to said com m issioner all team s, 
tools and m achinery received from 
him, and to take up the receipt taken 
therefor. 
“ Sec. 4. 
It shall be the duty of 
the county com m issioners when act­ 
ing as road com m issioner to inform 
him self of the condition of the public 
roads in his precinct, and he shall 
determ ine w hat character of work 
shall be done upon said roads, and 
shall direct th e m anner of grading 
draining and otherw ise im proving the 
same, which direction shall be ob­ 
served and obeyed by all overseers in 
his precinct. 
“Sec. 5. The com m issioners may re­ 
quire each road overseer in their re­ 
spective precinct to call out the hands 
in such num bers as m ay be sufficient 
to perform the work, but no road 
hand shall be required to work ex­ 
ceeding five days in any one year or 
t VO and one half days w ith him self 
and team , unless the term of service 
as prescribed by the 
general 
laws 
shall be extended beyond th a t tim e; 
provided th a t all road hands in any 
particular district, shall as fa r as 
practicable be worked a uniform time. 
Each road overseer, or any person 
deputized by him, is hereby authoriz­ 
ed to summon any person liable to 
road duty, and having a team or 
team s suitable for road service, to 
bring such team or team s for service 
on such roads and shall have full con­ 
trol of all road hands w H» n his road 
district, and shall see th at such hand 
when called out, shall perform a good 
day’s work, and if any hand when so 
called out shall fail or refuse to per­ 
form a good day’s work, or to work in 
the m anner the overseer shall direct 
he shall be liable to the sam e penalty 
as if he had failed 
to 
appear in 
obedience to the summons. 
The com­ 
m issioners court may allow an over 
seer who shall be engaged in the dis 


requiring that bills be read oh three 
several days be suspended and that 
this Act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage, and 
it is so enacted.”

“Sec. 7. Each person liable to work 
on roads, by paying to his overseer 
a t any tim e before the day appointed 
to w ork on his road, the sum of One 
and No-100 ($1.00) D ollars, for each 
day he is summoned to w ork said 
road, and One 
and 
No-IOO ($1.00) 
Dollars fo r each day he is summoned 
to furnish his team fo r road work, 
shall be exem pt from w orking or 
furnishing his team fo r each day so 
paid for, and also exem pt from any 
penalties for failure to w ork or fu r­ 
nish such team or team s for the tim e 
for which he had so paid. 
“Sec. 8. 
Each person summoned to 
work on a road shall take w ith him, 
an axe, hoe, pick, spade, plow, scrap­ 
er, or such other tool as m ay be de­ 
sired and directed by the overseer, 
provided, the county shall be liable 
for, and the com m issioners court, un­ 
der such regulations as they m ay pre­ 
scribe, shall pay for all such b reak­ 
age or dam age to such tools as may 
have resulted from public road work, 
and not caused by the negligence of 
the 
person 
furnishing same. 
Such 
overseer m ay also sum mon and re ­ 
quire such road hand to bring w ith 
him fo r public road work, such team 
or team s as he m ay have on hand 
suitable for road work; provided, such 
hand shall be allowed two and one half 
days’ tim e fo r him self and team . 
“Sec. 9. 
If any person, liable to 
work upon the public roads, a fte r be­ 
ing legally summoned, shall fail or 
refuse to attend, either in person or 
by able and com petent substitute, or 
fail or refuse to furnish a team or 
tools a t the tim e and place desig­ 
nated by the person sum m oning him, 
or to pay to such overseer the sum 
of One and No-100 ($1.00) Dollar, for 
each day he m ay have been notified 
to work on the road, o r pay to such 
overseer the sum of One and No-100 
($1.00) D ollar, fo r each day he may 
have been notified to furnish his team 
for road work, 
or 
having attended, 
shall fail to perform good service, 
or any other duty required of him by 
law, or the person under whom he 
m ay work, shall be deemed guilty of 
a m isdem eanor, and upon conviction 
thereof fined in any sum not exceed­ 
ing Ten and No-100 ($10.00) Dollars. 
“ Sec. IO.— A t the reg u lar term of 
the com m issioners court in February 
of each year, all road overseers shall 
make th eir reports under oath, upon 
form s to be furnished by said court, 
which said reports shall be examined 
by said court, and all accounts 
for 
services or labor perform ed fo r over­ 
work by such overseer during the past 
year, and of all moneys had and ex­ 
pended by him, shall be audited and 
settled; and as soon 
th ereafter

practicable, said com m issioners court 
shall appoint and commission road 
overseers fo r the succeeding year. 
Any overseer failing to perform his 
duties as such overseer, or failing 
or refusing to m ake his report as re ­

W henever it shall become 
necessary to occupy any land fo r the 
opening, widening, straightening or 
draining any road or p a rt thereof, if 
the ow ner of said land needed for any 
such purpose and the com m issioners 
court cannot agree upon the dam age 
to be paid, the court m ay proceed to 
condemn the sam e in accordance w ith 
the provisions in the general statu tes 
of the S tate of Texas, and the county 
shall in no case be required to give 
bond. 
“Sec. 12. 
T hat any person or per­ 
sons who owns, controls, or superin­ 
tends any land bordering on o r con­ 
tiguous to any public road, who shall 
place or cause to be placed alongside 
or near any public road ditch, brush, 
weeds or trash or any other substance 
th at m ay obstruct such drainw ays, or 
who shall purposely fill up or plow
